Board Closes Door, Reporter Banned 


THE DEXTER BOARD OF EDUCATION meeting room door remained closed to out of town 
reporters last night. The board has voted refusal to admit out of town reporters to their public 
meetings.

DEXTER - The weather was cold and 
rugged in Dexter last night, but not half as 
icy as the welcome given this reporter by the 
Dexter 
Board of education. The board 
ignored a recent com m ent from the assistant 
state attorney general and for the second 
time banned a Daily Standard reporter from 
attending their regular m onthly meeting. 


The Daily Standard and the Dexter board 
have been at odds since Daily Standard 
Dexter correspondent Brenda McDonald was 
refused from attending a board meeting in 
May. She was told then that “ it is the 
general rule that the board doesn't adm it 
outside reporters to the m eetings.” 
Since 
the 
May 
incident, 
the 
Daily 
Standard 
has 
contacted 
State 
Assistant 
A ttorney General Brook B artlett who said 
“There is no statute or law which states 
out-of- district newspapermen can be barred 
from attending public meetings of a school 
board.” B artlett added, “ as far as I know, 
you are plowing new ground.” 


“ It is good practice for school boards to 
hold 
all 
meetings 
in 
public 
and 
have 
everything above board. It seems to me there 
is an elem ent involved against freedom of 
the press by hampering the process of 
finding out inform ation the public has a 
right to know .” 
In a personal opinion, Bartlett said in a 
com m ent to the Daily Standard “There are a 
num ber of problem s involved which seems 
to be treating reporters differently from 
other people.” 
Last night’s meeting was the first time a 
reporter attended since the May incident and 
again the Daily Standard representative was 
refused adm ittance. 
When this reporter arrived at the Dexter 
high school, he was directed to sit in a board 
waiting room until the time of the meeting. 
The meeting is scheduled to begin at 7:30; 
At 7:30 the doors to the board room were 
closed by a m em ber o f the board and 10 
m inutes later a two-man delegation entered 
the waiting room to question this reporter 
on the purpose of his being there. 
Following introductions, it was stated 


that the board’s policy had remained the 
same and all out-of-town reporters were 
banned from the meeting. The tw o delegates, 
Yewell Lawrence and Joe Vinson, said the 
ban was no reflection on the Daily Standard 
and 
said 
they 
would 
refuse 
all 
other 
out-of-town reporters also. 
The 
men 
said the 
possibility of an 
out-of-town reporter attending last night’s 
meeting had been discussed and it was 
decided that the board’s policy would remain 
the same. 
“ Was this board policy recorded in the 
minutes of the meeting, ” I asked 
“ Yes,” Lawrence said. 
“Would 
you 
let 
me 
examine 
those 
m inutes,” I asked. 
“ Yes, but only during regular school 
hours,” they added. 
Vinson said, “ I think we have discussed 
this enought and I think you know where we 
stand,” 
The two men said they would also ban 
any other Daily Standard correspondent 
even if the correspondent was a Dexter 
resident with students in the school system. 


“ Is the ban because of the possibility of 
personalities being discussed during a board 
m eeting,” I asked. 
“ I think we have said enough,” Vinson 
added. 
During 
one 
point 
in the 
abbreviated 
interview, Superintendent T.S. Hill entered 
the waiting room, but did not halt or enter 
the conversation. 
The 
men 
said 
the 
board’s 
policy 
concerning out-of-town reporters had been 
adopted at a previous school board meeting, 
but did not know the exact date of the 
meetng. They said the policy was several 
years old. 
Although 
cordial in their 
conversation 
with this reporter, the two delegates made it 
known that the board was staunch in their 
stand and apparently would not budge. The 
tw o delegates said the board would m aintain 
the same policy even if taken to court on the 
issue. 
In an earlier interview, 20-year board 
veteran Dewey Sigler said “ the reason we 
voted this way was because we see how 
other distict newspapers put a slant on the

news to print news like they want it. We 
welcome patrons to come to our meetings 
and see the financial statem ent. There is 
nothing to be gotten which would upset the 
public or those who support the school.” 
The delegates said they were not familar 
with other school district’s policy and said 
they did not know if their policy was 
universal. A check with other school boards, 
reveals that no other boards maintain a 
similar 
policy 
of 
banning 
out-of-town 
reporters. 
When asked if the board would use force 
to remove any future reporter 
from the 
board meeting room , the tw o delegates said 
they “ didn’t feel it would come to th at.” 
The delegates then joined the other 
hoard 
members 
with 
the 
exception of 
Chester Medler who was absent from the 
meeting, and the closed door session began. 
A school employee who waited in the 
school’s hall with this reporter described the 
board’s last meeting as “pretty secretive.” 
“T hey’re pretty hush-hush,”he added. 
The meeting lasted tw o and a half hours 
and when the meeting adjourned, the board 


members refused to answer questions about 
the meeting posed to them. 
Hill walked away from this reporter and 
fled down a hallway saying he was “ too 
busy” to answer questions. While walking to 
his car later, Hill was again confronted with 
questions and said he felt the board’s policy 
was not discriminatory against the Daily 
Standard. 
He said the Daily Standard could have a 
copy of the board’s m inutes from last night’s 
meeting, but said it would be two weeks 
before they would be available. 
The board’s secretary had earlier said the 
minutes would be available before next 
m onth’s meeting. 


The board will meet again in January 
when representative from the Daily Standard 
will again attem pt to attend the meeting. 
Dexter school board members are Dewey 
Sigler, Loren Coffey, Chester Medler, Joe

THE DEXTER BOARD OF EDUCATION meeting room door remained closed to out of town 
reporters last night. The board has voted refusal to admit out of town reporters to their public 
meetings.

DEXTER * The weather was cold and 
rugged in Dexter last night, but not half as 
icy as the welcome given this reporter by the 
Dexter 
Board of education. The board 
ignored a recent com m ent from the assistant 
state attorney general and for the second 
time banned a Daily Standard reporter from 
attending their regular m onthly meeting. 


The Daily Standard and the Dexter board 
have been at odds since Daily Standard 
Dexter correspondent Brenda McDonald was 
refused from attending a board meeting in 
May. She was told then that “ it is the 
general rule that the board doesn’t admit 
outside reporters to the meetings.” 
Since 
the 
May 
incident, 
the 
Daily 
S t a n d a r d 
h a s 
contacted 
State 
Assistant 
Attorney General Brook B artlett who said 
“ There is no statute or law which states 
out-of- district newspapermen can be barred 
from attending public meetings of a school 
board.” Bartlett added, “as far as I know, 
you are plowing new ground.” 


“ It is good practice for school boards to 
hold 
all 
meetings 
in 
public 
and 
have 
everything above board. It seems to me there 
is an elem ent involved against freedom of 
the press by hampering the process of 
finding out inform ation the public has a 
right to know .” 
In a personal opinion, Bartlett said in a 
com m ent to the Daily Standard “There are a 
num ber of problems involved which seems 
to be treating reporters differently from 
other people.” 
Last night’s meeting was the first time a 
reporter attended since the May incident and 
again the Daily Standard representative was 
refused adm ittance. 
When this reporter arrived at the Dexter 
high school, he was directed to sit in a board 
waiting room until the time of the meeting. 
The meeting is scheduled to begin at 7:30; 
At 7:30 the doors to the board room were 
closed by a member of the board and 10 
m inutes later a two-man delegation entered 
the waiting room to question this reporter 
on the purpose of his being there. 
Following introductions, it was stated 


that the board’s policy had remained the 
same and all out-of-town reporters were 
banned from the meeting. The tw o delegates, 
Yewell Lawrence and Joe Vinson, said the 
ban was no reflection on the Daily Standard 
and 
said 
they 
would 
refuse 
all 
other 
out-of-town reporters also. 
The 
men 
said 
the 
possibility of an 
out-of-town reporter attending last night’s 
meeting had been discussed and it was 
decided that the board’s policy would remain 
the same. 
“ Was this board policy recorded in the 
m inutes of the meeting, ” I asked 
“ Yes,” Lawrence said. 
“ Would 
you 
let 
me 
examine 
those 
m inutes,” 1 asked. 
“ Yes, but only during regular school 
hours,” they added. 
Vinson said, "I think we have discussed 
this enought and 1 think you know where we 
s t a n d , ” 
The two men said they would also ban 
any other Daily Standard correspondent 
even if the correspondent was a Dexter 
resident with students in the school system. 


“ Is the ban because of the possibility of 
personalities being discussed during a board 
m eeting,” I asked. 
“ I think we have said enough,” Vinson 
added. 
During 
one 
point 
in the 
abbreviated 
interview, Superintendent T.S. Hill entered 
the waiting room, but did not halt or enter 
the conversation. 
The 
men 
said 
the 
board’s 
policy 
concerning out-of-town reporters had been 
adopted at a previous school board meeting, 
but did not know the exact date of the 
meetng. They said the policy was several 
years old. 
Although 
cordial in their 
conversation 
with this reporter, the two delegates made it 
known that the board was staunch in their 
stand and apparently would not budge. The 
two delegates said the board would maintain 
the same policy even if taken to court on the 
issue. 
In an earlier interview, 20-year board 
veteran Dewey Sigler said “ the reason we 
voted this way was because we see how 
other distict newspapers put a slant on the

news to print news like they w ant it. We 
welcome patrons to come to our meetings 
and see the financial statem ent.

Chester Medler who was absent from the 
meeting, and the closed door session began. 
A school employee who waited in the 
school's hall with this reporter described the 
board’s last meeting as "pretty secretive.” 
“T hey’re pretty hush-hush,”he added. 
The meeting lasted two and a half hours 
and when the meeting adjourned, the board 


members refused to answer questions about 
the meeting posed to them. 
Hill walked away from this reporter and 
fled down a hallway saying he was “ too 
busy” to answer questions. While walking to 
his car later, Hill was again confronted with 
questions and said he felt the board's policy 
was not discriminatory against the Daily 
Standard. 
He said the Daily Standard could have a 
copy of the board’s minutes from last night’s 
meeting, but said it would be two weeks 
before they would be available.

DIXIE’S NEWEST 
MODERATE 
George C. Wallace has been called many things 
during 25 years in politics: racist, populist, demagogue 
- but rarely, if ever, a moderate. Yet there are signs 
that Alabama’s governor, like much of the South, is 
softening. Wallace has watched closely as politicians of 
openly temperate views swept to power in six southern 
states during the past two years. 
The combination of segregation and populism that 
kept Wallace in office no longer wins elections in the 
Deep South. George Wallace would rather not be an 
anachronism. 
That’s why, when he addresses the 
National Press Club in Washington on Monday, Dec. 6, 
he isn’t likely to stray too far from the moderate line 
that has brought to power governors like Dale Bumpers 
(D) of Arkansas, Reubin Askew (D) of Florida, and 
Jimmy Carter (D) of Georgia. When all the southern 
governors met this November in Atlanta, Wallace made 
it clear he didn’t want to be left behind. 
Did he feel uncomfortable with the new breed of 
governors?, a reporter asked. “ D on’t try to isolate me 
from 
them ,” 
Wallace warned, “ because 
I’m 
not 
immoderate m yself.” Wallace, 52, went on to say that 
he expected to run for President in 1972, that he 
would seek the support o f the moderate southern 
governors, and that none of them would be likely to 
criticize him. So far none of them has. 
Georgia’s Carter stated during the conference that 
Wallace had “considerably moderated” his position on 
race relations. 
“ Non-discrimination is a policy in 
Alabama,” Wallace said earlier this year, “and I am 
honest when I say I have accepted it.” It’s true that 
Wallace is milking the busing and freedom-of-choice 
issues, and that racial feelings play a major part in 
both. But the very fact that these more subtle issues 
are the new battleground indicates how much things 
have changed in the past decade. The open advocacy of 
segregation has become impolitic -- even in Alabama, 
even for Wallace. We are never again likely to see any 
future governor of a southern state open his term with 
the words Wallace used 
on the capitol steps in 
Montgomery in 1963: “ Segregation today, segregation 
tomorrow, segregation forever.”

M any

rea d e rs

accounts of the activities of 
law enforcement agencies and 
reports of the activities which 
are a daily part of our effort to 
keep all citizens responsibly 
informed of the law and the 
m anner 
in 
which it is being 
guarded. 
It 
should 
be 
made 
unalterably clear that a charge 
against any person is not in 
itself evidence of any guilt or 
any wrong doing. 
When the Press reports that 
John Doe has been charged 
with a particular offense, the 
meaning is that he has been 
accused, either by an officer of 
the law or by a complaining 


fellow 
citizen. 
It 
does 
not 
mean that he is guilty of that 
offense. 
It yet remains a basic tenet 
of American law that all are 
innocent until proved guilty----- 
proved 
by 
legally 
proper 
processes, in court before a 
qualified judge or judge and 
jury. 
When we report that John 
Doe has been found guilty as 
the result of court action, then 
and then only does any reader 
have the right to assume that 
he 
indeed 
is guilty 
of the 
offense in question. 
When we say that a person 
has been charged with a crime 
or has been alleged to have 
com m itted 
a 
crime, 
the 
meaning 
is 
simply 
that 
someone has issued a formal 
accusation. 
The 
accused 
remains innocent until proof o f 
guilt is offered and confirmed 
in a court o f law. The burden 
of proof rests with the accuser. 
As we do not sit in judgm ent 
upon any accused person, so 
none 
of our readers unless 
qualified as officers of the law 
or m em bers of a legal jury 
should 
presume 
to 
sit 
in 
judgement upon his deeds. 
Therefore, we reason, the 
fact that filing o f a charge is 
reported in print does not and 
should not in any way carry 
with it any attem pt to diminish 
or demolish the reputation of 
that individual. Such reporting 
simply is a m atter of keeping 
the public informed about the 
business of the public. 
When the accused is found 
innocent, we duly report his 
innocence and readers should 
accept that reporting as the 
fact that it is.

guilty, we report that fact and
